OVER 100 MILLION 
IFOR fiscal year 


Deficit in the funds of the federal 
governm ent for the fiscal year clos­ 
ing June JO, will be more than $lW,- 
nou,into 
according 
to 
statem ents 
em anating front 
W ashington. 
This 
sit nation is in striking contrast e \e n 
with conditions a year ago when the 
deficit was but little more than ?>v 
000,000. 
This big increase of federal expen­ 
ditures over receipts for th«’ fiscal 
y e ar is in spite of the greatly in­ 
creased internal revenue receipts as a 
result of the w ar tax operative for 
som e eight m onths, and from which 
about $40,000,00" has been secured. 
The net balance of the general fund 
as shown by the fiscal statem ent is 
$38,076,170. 
T reasury officials insist 
1 hat because of th is balance th en is 
no deficit although the incom e for the 
year is so far below expenses. 
The 
postoffice departm ent also will show 
a deficit variously «'stimated at from 
$11,000,000 to $ 14,000,000, it J« stated. 
This is said to be due lo the sharp 
decline in 
revenues, 
largely occas­ 
ioned by the w ar, from August to No 
vember. 
Custom receipts for the last fiscal 
year were $208,000,000, as com pared 
to $219,302,473 for 1914. or a loss of 
approxim ately 
$83,000,000, 
Internal 
revenue receip ts for the fiscal year 
were $32,000,000 g reater than for 1914, 
in 
spite 
of the decreased receipts 
from whiskey tax. 
Excess of all dis 
bursem ents over receipts for the past 
vear is given at $108,164,962.
